Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley has 
failed to crack down on open 


violations of state gambling and | 


liquor laws despite complaints 
by many citizens in widespread 
sections of St. Louis county, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 
From such widely separated 
places as Riverview, Castlewood, 
Times Beach and Eureka the 
Post-Dispatch received reports 
of taverns operating far beyond 
legal closing hours and on Sun- 
days, of taverns in unincorpo- 


rated areas illegally selling liq- 
uor by the drink, of sales to 
minors and of the sounds of 
blaring juke boxes and clicking 
dice going far into the early 
morning hours. 

Results of this disregard for 
law and order, some residents 
said, have been a sharp increase 
in serious crimes committed in 
the county, an influx of hood- 
lums, rowdyism and vandalism 
by juveniles and more “hot rod” 
speeding than ever before. Fear 
was expressed that lack of po- 
lice protection is an invitation 
to even more serious trouble. 

Directive From Governor. 

Intent on correcting conditions 
which have led to this apparent 
breakdown in law enforcement, 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
at Clayton today 
with six assistants to begin a 
full-scale investigation. He was 
armed with a directive from 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to inves- 
tigate “any and all matters 
which might come to your at- 
tention regarding any alleged 
violation of law in St. Louis 
county.” 

Dalton told reporters his staff 


he intended to complete the in- 
vestigation before deciding on a 
course of action. 

“We have had complaints on 
such a wide scale,” he said, that 
we will have to confine our in- 
quiry to the most likely items. 
The investigation will not be 
confined to Sheriff Mosley’s of- 
fice, however, if factors are 


found indicating irregularities in h 


any other offices.” 

Dalton’s squad of investiga- 
tors, who have established head- 
quarters at Hotel Chase, will 
remain here to invite sugges- 
tions from local citizens and will 
run down “feasible leads,” the 
Attorney General said. He added 
no time limit has been set and 
the group will stay here indefi- 
nitely. 

Confers With Wallach. 

Shortly after his arrival, Dal- 
ton went to the Courthouse and 
conferred with Prosecuting At- 
torney Stanley Wallach, who last 
week requested the Governor to 
send him assistance. 

A half hour later Dalton 
emerged from the meeting and 
announced that he and Wallach 
had discussed the general field 
fo be covered in the investiga- 
tion. He emphasized that his 
staff would make its own com- 
pletely independent inquiry, 
however, saying: We'll co- 
operate with Mr. Wallach’s of- 
fice but will not be guided by 
it.” 

Wallach told reporters his 
staff was at Dalton’s disposal 
and that he would turn over to 
the Attorney General all infor- 
mation which he had been able 
to gather. 

From the prosecutor’s office 
the party went to that of Sheriff 
Mosley. Dalton said after a

KREMLIN FOREIGN POLICY 
|| UNCHANGED, COMINFORM 
PUBLICATION INDICATES 


VIENNA, July 14 (AP), 


HE Cominform indicated 
today the Kremlin’s for- 
eign policy is unchanged 
by the fall of Lavrenty Beria 
and that the Soviet Union's 
immediate aims are threefold: 


A unified Germany, Ameri- 
can withdrawal from Japan 
and admission of Red China 
to the United Nations. 

The Cominform is the in- 
ternational Communist In- 
formation Bureau, with head- 
quarters in Bucharest. The 
latest issue of its weekly 
policy publication to reach 
Vienna instructed world 
Communi.t parties to launch 
an all-out propaganda cam- 
paign to convince people of 
|| “the consistent peace policy 
of the Soviet Government.” 


Western diplomats here 
said the editorial appeared 
to have been written after 
Beria’s arrest in Moscow. 

The editorial stated that 
the world Communist parties 
must also press for accept- 
ance of the Soviet theory of 
the “peaceful settlement of 
international problems by ne- 
gotiations.”

The cost of ignoring no-park- 
ing signs in St. Louis is going 
up $1. 

Motorists whose automobiles 
have been towed away for park- 
ing in a prohibited zone or too 
close to a mailbox heretofore 
ave been required to pay $5.75 
($5 for towing, 50 cents for a 
day's storage and 25 cents for 
sales tax) to redeem their ma- 
chines at the Nelson Service Co. 
garage, 3730 Olive street. 

Starting tomorrow, the price 
will be $6.75. Motorists who 
show up in time to recover their 
machines before they are hauled 
in will be charged $6.25 instead 
of $5.25.

‘The source also reaffirmed 
previous British declarations of 
sympathy and support for the 
European Defense Community. 
A new indorsement of the EDC 
plan for a six-nation European 
army by the foreign minister’s 
conference would give “immense 
reassurance” to the world, the 
source told reporters. 

Britain is still convinced that 
a settlement of the Anglo- 
Egyptian dispute over Suez is 
possible, despite recent diffi- 
culties, the source further de- 
clared. 

Safeguards must be provided, 
however, against occupation of 
Egypt by enemy forces during 
a war, and against deterioration 
of the “delicate” installations at 
the big British base in the canal 
zone, he asserted. 

Egypt is incapable of provid- 
ing such safeguards, the source 
said, and Britain therefore must 
have the right to occupy the 
base in case of a conflict and 
must maintain supervisory per- 
sonnel under its own control at 
the base at all times.

MOSCOW, July 14 (AP)— 
Vyacheslav A. Malyshev, one of 
the Soviet Union’s top engineers 
and planners, has been relieved 
of his post as Minister of Trans- 
port Machinery and Heavy Ma- 
chine Building in another major 
government change. 

The announcement that Maly- 
shev has been replaced by Ivan 
Isidorovich Nosenko was made 
in the newspaper Evening Mos- 
cow. The newspaper listed No- 
senko as the new boss of the 
key ministry in an account of 
a meeting at which it said 
Nosenko spoke out sharply 
against tne purged deputy pre- 
mier, Lavrenty P. Beria. 
(Malyshev, a former deputy 
premier, was considered by 
Western authorities to be one 
of the most important men in 
the Soviet Union because he has 
held key posts in the develop- 
ment of the Soviet industrial 
war potential. What happened 
to him was not disclosed in the 
dispatch, parts of which appar- 
ently were held up by the Mos- 
cow censors. 

(Last April the Kremlin sent 
Malyshev to Czechoslovakia to 
put the finger on mismanage- 
ment of that satellite’s lagging 
foundry and steel industry but 
he was believed to have re- 
turned to the Soviet Union.) 

The Government newspaper 
Izvestia, commenting today on 
the Government shakeup that 
ousted Beria, said the Commu- 
nist party “is strengthening its 
ranks when it purges itself of 
all kinds of filth.” Izvestia called 
for heightened vigilance and 
demanded that the party should 
“mercilessly expose and render 
harmless the criminal activity 
of the hirelings of the imperial- 
ists.” 

Izvestia and Pravda, the offi- 
cial Communist party paper, 
ridiculed Western comment that 
Beria’s arrest indicated a weak- 
ness in the structure of the 
Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP) 
—Navy seabees, working with 
the Air Force, have packed 
snow into a hard, mile-long run- 
way near the North Pole. 

The Navy, announcing this 
yesterday, said the site is the 
farthest point north that it has 
tested construction equipment. 
The exact location was not dis- 
closed. 

Work on the runway, 150 feet 
wide, began late in March. By 
the end of June, the Navy said, 
wheeled aircraft were landing 
and taking off. The planes which 
took the men in originally were 
equipped with skis.

FREIGHTER SINKS 
OFF GOLDEN GATE 
AFTER CLUSION 


All 49 Crewmen on Ship 
Are Saved in Crash 
With Another Cargo 
Vessel in Fog. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 14 
(AP) — The collision of two 
freighters in a fog 18 miles off 
the Golden Gate today sent the 
Jacob Luckenbach to the bottom 
in 200 feet of water, but all the 
49 crewmen were rescued. Some 
were hurt—none seriously. 


The Jacob Luckenbach, bound 
for Pusan and Yokohama, and 
the Hawaiian Pilot crashed while 
groping their way through ocean 
— in extremely poor visi- 
bility. 


Both vessels put out lifeboats. 
The Luckenbach crewmen were 
picked up and transferred to the 
Hawaiian Pilot which, though 
damaged at the bow ‘and taking 
some water, proceeded to San 
Francisco under her own power. 

The Hawaiian Pilot, operated 
by Matson Navigation Co., car- 
rying 50 crewmen and nine pas- 
.sengers, was inbound from 
Hawaii with a heavy cargo of 
bulk sugar, molasses and pine- 
apple. 

The Jacob Luckenbach stayed 
afloat for an hour and 20 min- 
utes. It was operated by Pa- 
cific Far East Lines under char- 
ter from Luckenbach Steamship 
Co. of New York, its owners. 


The first radio call for help 
was heard here by Globe Wire- 
less. It said: “Believe ship 
sinking.” The Coast Guard, 
Army and Navy sped out on a 
rescue mission. A Coast Guard 
plane flew over the scene, pre- 
pared to drop flares, but it was 
——— the flares were not use - 
ul. 


At 6:30 a.m. Capt. W. J. Nor- 
berg, skipper of the Hawaiian 
Pilot, radioed: “S.S. Jacob Luck- 
enbach sunk. Rescued all crew 
of Jacob Luckenbach and now 
aboard Hawaiian Pilot. No seri- 
ous injuries reported.“ 

The Luckenbach ship was list- 
ed as 7869 tons; the Hawaiian 
Pilot at 8449 tons. 


On Aug. 25, 1950, another 
Luckenbach ship, the freighter 
Mary Luckenbach and the Navy 
hospital ship Benevolence col- 
lided in heavy fog off the Golden 
Gate. The Benevolence sank and 
25 lives were lost. Rescue ves- 
‘sels took 492 survivors ashore.

Auditor Says State Em- 
ploye Is Member of 
Firm That Did Work 
Company Denies It.

His original state 
salary of $5000 a year was 
doubled recently.

Pilot Plant Suggested. 
He said the next step in de- 
veloping atomic power should 
be construction of a pilot plant 
of adequate size to determine 
basic .operating characteristics. 
He concluded: “In view of the 
great importance of this matter 
to the future of the country, we 
do believe that it is appropriate 
for the government to pay for 
this fundamental addition to 
knowledge which is necessary 
at this time. Once this difficult 
technology is available and the 
economics of atomic power pro- 
duction is brought into line, the 
question of exploitation will take 
care of itself.”

Honor Code Set 
Up for Coaches 
In Use of Subs 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
July 14 (AP)—College football 
coaches Will have another worry 
this fall. They've been handed 
full responsibility for making 
sure their teams comply with the 
new substitution rule which ends 
the two-platoon era. 

Top officials of the National 
Collegiate football rules commit- 
tee and the commissioners of the 
10 major athletic conferences 
agreed yesterday that “each 


for the legality of substitutes 
from his bench.” 
The new rule divides the game 


into six substitution periods and 
provides that a player may enter 
play only once in each of those 
periods. They are the first and 
third quarters, and the first 11 
minutes and the last four min- 
utes of both the second and 
fourth quarters.

When Hot Springs refused to 
release the two brothers, the 
Bathers were ousted from the 
league. They were reinstated on 
orders from Minor League Pres- 
dent George Trautman.

Truce—Or War? 


Which is it to be in Korea—a truce or re- 
sumption of all-out war? 

It ig time for everyone concerned on the two 
sides—in Washington, Seoul, Panmunjom, Peip- 
ing, Moscow, Tokyo and at the U.N.—to be 
thinking hard about this question. It is time 
for an answer to be taking form. 

The new offensive of the Chinese Reds has 
created a most dangerous situation for the U.N. 
forces on the east central front. How serious 
it is we do not know because military censor- 
ship has withheld the facts about the depth of 
penetrations. 


Reliable reports are that between 60,000 and 
70,000 Communist troops have been thrown at 
South Korean divisions along a 20-mile front. 
But if we do not know how far these attacks 
have progressed, we do know that they have 
gone through as much as four miles. 

* „ „ 

There has been no military ground movement 
to compare with this in two years. It is as if 
the Chinese Communists had returned to the 
scale of the war which they launched when 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur took the U.N. forces 
to the Yalu river on the mistaken expectation 
that the Chinese would not enter the war. 

Gen. Maxwell Taylor, Eighth Army Com- 
mander, after a tour of the battle areas, says 
that the ROKs are “re-adjusting their lines.” 
This could mean almost anything. It could 
mean that the breaches are actually so serious 
as to threaten the general allied position. When 
up to 70,000 troops are put on the offensive, 
with tremendous artillery support, the purpose 
is not some minor ground gain, as was sug- 
gested when the Reds launched their last major 
attack just a month ago. 

Is Seoul the ultimate objective? Is still an- 
other effort to be made to bring the Korean 
capital city under Communist domination? A 
look at the map shows that the historic city 
which has twice fallen to the Reds is not too far 
away from the front. 

These are questions that do not go well with 
the truce negotiations, which now are delayed 
by the Communist insistence on stronger guar- 
antees that South Korea will comply with the 
terms of a truce. But then neither does this 
resumption of flaming war go with peace talks. 

The U.N. countries have no choice but to take 
the Communists at their deeds rather than 
their words in Korea. If a cease-fire is so near 
why should they throw away the lives of 
thousands of their own? Life may be cheap in 
the Orient, but is it as cheap as that? 

. „ — 

No assault of these proportions can be turned 
back or even resisted without heavy losses to 
the U.N. forces. Hand-to-hand fighting takes 
its toll on both sides. A U.N. soldier is just as 
dead when killed now as his comrade in arms 
who died on the invasion of North Korea. 


It is no disparagement of the South Korean 


troops to note that these dangerous advances 
have been made through their portions of the 
front. They are brave and they fight hard but, 
notwithstanding all that was said in the 1952 
political campaign, they do not stand up as do 
the American divisions. The U.N. cause cannot 
be left in their hands. 

What next? Shall the U.N. permit the truce 
negotiations to drag on indefinitely while this 
offensive continues? Why would it not be in 
order to serve notice that negotiations are off so 
long as the attack goes on? 
hower and his State Department are working 
hard on the diplomatie level. How about an 
appeal to the conscience of the peoples of the 
world? Some of it would get through to Russia 
where things are not going too well, either.

This list covers what is already known of spe- 
cific instances of feeble and improper police 
work: the unsolved hijackings, the upsurge of 
gambling, the favoritism toward bondsmen, the 
arguments in Sheriff Mosley’s office about split- 
ting reward money and the shooting of one of 
his deputies by ‘another.

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Merit in the Schools 


Superintendent of Instruction Hickey has cre- 
ated a merit system for the hiring of non-teach- 
ing employes in his department, and that is all 
to the good. But since Mr. Hickey has jurisdic- 
tion over less than half of the school system’s 
1800 non-teaching employes, there still exists a 
tempting void fer those more interested in 
friendship and political regularity than in merit. 

What had passed for a merit system was abol- 
ished last month by the School Board after dis- 
closures that it had been functioning improperly 
and was in conflict with state statutes. Under 
the law, the School Board has the right to de- 
termine only the number of employes and their 
salaries. The manner of hiring is a prerogative 
of the four department heads. 

At the very least, merit plans similar to those 
established by Mr. Hickey ought to be created 
in the Building Department, the Auditing De- 


partment and the Secretary-Treasurer’s office. 


The bulk of the non-teaching jobs are in Build- 
ing Commissioner V. Harry Rhode’s department, 
currently the scene of an inquiry over the col- 
lection of two unofficial “benefit” funds. 


A more satisfying solution to the need for 
merit in the hiring of school employes might be 
to expand Mr. Hickey’s plan so that it would 
include all departments. The Instruction De- 


qualified job applicants. Department executives 
would be free to reject the recommendations, of 
course, but each such rejection might be sub- 


ect to study by the School Board itself, or by a 


special committee of board members. 
This might fill the bill until the statutes can 


be amended, and it would be a step toward unit 


control of the system by the executive in charge

Ending the Horse Thief Menace 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Chicago lawyer, ex-chairman of Bar Association's Civil Rights 
Committee, proposes statute which defines thief as well as the 
horse; under it, mere failure to steal a horse creates no loophole; 
public employes must swear that they are not crypto-thieves.

The horse thieves must be stgpped.* 
The only Illinois statute directed at 
horse thieves is the Act of March 27, 
1874 (Ul. Rev. Stat., ch. 38, sec. 397), 
which provides as follows: 

“Horse stealing. Whoever feloni- 
ously takes or steals any horse, mule 
or ass shall be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not less than three nor 
more than 20 years. The words 
‘horse,’ ‘mule,’ ‘ass,” shall include 
animals of both sexes? and all ages.” 

This law is inadequate. It punishes 
no one except the person who has been 
caught stealing a horse. The typieal 


horse thief does not get caught steal- . 


ing horses. He steals horses without 
getting caught or else he does not steal 
horses at all. Either device enables 
him to slip througff the loopholes of the 
present law. 


To Define the Thief 


A new law is essential. We need a 
law which defines the thief as well as 
the horse. We need a law which will 
expose horse thieves and drive them 
from public life. A bill for such a law 
is submitted herewith. — 


“Section 1. Definitions. 

(a) ‘Horse’ means each and every 
animal which can be identified as a 
horse, including, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, plough 
horses, saddle horses, cow 
milk horses, race horses, mules, bur- 
ros, asses, donkeys, ponies, colts, 
nags, mustangs, and every other 
horse of every kind, nature and han- 
dicap whatsoever, of anyone or more + 
or less sexes,? sizes, weights, ages, 
races, creeds, colors, or combinations 
thereof. 


(b) ‘Horse thief’ méans any person 
who steals, attempts to steal or aids 
in the stealing of a horse, or advo- 
cates, abets, advises or teaches by any 
means any person to steal, attempt 
to steal, or aid in the stealing of a 
horse, or in the commission of any 
act intended to facilitate the stealing 
of horses, or who is a member of or 
affiliated with any horse thief front 
organization. 

(c) ‘Horse thief front organization’ 
means any organization, corporation, 
company, partnership, association, 
trust, foundation, fund, club, society, 
committee, litical party, gang, or 
any group of persons, whether or not 
incorporated, permanently or tempo- 
rarily associated together for action 
or advancement of views on any sub- 
ject or subjects, one of the purposes 
of which is advocating, abetting, ad- 
vising or teaching the desirability of 


any action, advocacy, abetting, advice 


or instruction, which will advance or 
facilitate in any material respect the 
stealing of horses.” 


Under this section, no one will be 


able to deny that he is a horse thief 

merely because he has not stolen a 

horse. 

“Section 2. It shall be a felony to 
be a horse thief.” 

This is preventive M It 
is folly to await the commission of a 
crime before restraining the criminal. 
Why lock the stable after the horse is 
stolen? 

“Section 3. Any person convicted 
of violating section 2 shall be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary for not 
less than 15 or more than 100 years.” 

This is five times as effective as the 
present law.“ 

“Section 4. No person shall hold 
any office of trust or profit within 
the state or be employed by any 
agency of the state or by any agency 
receiving tax exemption from or pay- 
ing taxes to the state unless he shall 
take the following oath: 

* ‘I swear (or affirm) that I am not 
now and never have been and will 
not be, during my term of office or 
employment, a horse thief, a crypto- 
horse thief5 or associated in any way 

With any agency, heretofore or here- 
after designated as a horse thief 
front organization by any federal, 
state, county or municipal official.’ ” 


This is a very effective provision. It 
is a well known fact that no horse thief 
would dare to take a false oath. Other 
people should be proyd to swear that 
they are not horse thieves.® 

“Section 5. No person presently 
employed within the state shall be 
continued in employment unless he 
shall establish beyond a reasonable 
doubt that he is not suspected of be- 
ing a horse thief.” 


Who Would Oppose It? 


Since this is not a criminal provision, 
it is proper to place the burden of proof 
upon the employe. Who knows better 
than he whether or not he is a horse 
thief? People who work for other peo- 
ple should be above suspicion. 

“Section 6. All other laws on the 
subject shall be continued in force.” 
Two laws are better than one. 

“Section 7. This law may be cited 
as the Anti-Horse Thief Act of 1953.”

No other force in 
a world torn by the most dev- 
astating conflict in history could 
have checked the Communist ad- 
vance, 

The error was that repeatedly 
in furnishing the essential aid 
we failed to exact a price in 
terms of our own self-interest. 
We were s0 afraid of being 
called imperialists, we were so

The amounts id to reg- 
istered propagandists by the 
South Korean Republic from 
1949 to 52 is upwards of 382. 

During that time Amer- 
ican assistance, first for rehabil- 
itation and then for war, was 
pouring into Korea. 

Perhaps the most skilled of 
the Korean propagandists is Rob- 
ert T. Oliver, who received $125,- 
674 during those years, accord- 
ing to the foreign agents regis- 
tration files in the Department 
of Justice. 

Oliver is a full professor and 
head of the department of 
speech at Pennsylvania State 
College where, interestingly 
enough, Eisenhower's brother, 
Milton, is president. 

Oliver has done a superb job 
in building Rhee up as a patriot. 
Certainly, he is a patriot and a 
stubborn patriot. But the Ameri- 
cans so ardently championing 
him seem to forget that always 
he is a Korean patriot.

But the personal analogy does 
not hold. Nations cannot for- 
feit their own vital interests 
without suffering a terrible pen- 
alty. When men and guns and 
planes were rushed to Korea, 
it was done in such a way as 
to give the aged President of 
South Korea, Syngman Rhee, 
the belief that he could exercise 
a veto over the American 
destiny. 

What must seem even more 
astonishing to outsiders looking 
on is the fact that Americans, 
and influential Americans, 
are championing President Rhee 
and Korea against President Eis- 
enhower and the United States. 


This is, of course, a tragically 
repetitive pattern. The Korean 
propaganda machine is puny be- 
side that which has functioned 
for so long in the building of 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Nation- 
alist Chinese. Millions of dollars 
have been poured into that cre- 
ation. 

Perfectly honest Americans 
who would recoil at any sugges- 
tion that their allegiance to their 
own country was in doubt re- 
main firm champions of Chiang 
and his army in exile on For- 
mosa.

Europe's:Lighter Side 


Paris Flea Market 
Draws the Tourists 
By Art Buchwald 


PARIS. 


E think there is an old saying (and if there 
isn’t there should be) that everyone talks 
about French antiques but nobody does 
bout e other day we met a 

man wo did some- 
thing about them. 
His name is Sidney 
Stewart and he has 
written a valuable 
guide called “How 
to Know and Buy 
French Antiques.” 
Stewart, a writer 
by trade and an an- 
tiquarian by hobby 


when it suddenly 
occurred to him 
that he knew more 
about antique hunt- 
ing than most of 
the amateurs who 


ART BUCHWALD 
were coming abroad. 

“The thing that really opened my eyes,” he 
said, “was when someone at the French Tourist 
Office told me more tourists visited the Flea 
Market than visited Versailles. It became ap- 
parent that people would rather buy furniture 
than stare at it and the tourist’s unquenchable 
desire to outwit the native and vice versa, makes 
the Flea Market one of the most exciting places 
in Europe.

“PARIS IS THE ANTIQUE CAPITAL of the 
world.. The changing of governments, revolu- 
tions, and wars have created a constant move- 
ment of peoples and refugees who have fled to 
this city bringing with them if possible their 
most valuable treasures. Fortune has changed 
everywhere but never will one find such moving 
evidence of its fickleness as among the antique 
Shops of Paris. There is also an enormous 
amount of trash gathered, but in collecting an- 
tiques you have to remember that what is one 
man’s trash is another man's treasure.” 


“The Flea Market which takes in over 3000 
booths constitutes one of the largest open air 
markets in the world. It was founded at its 
present site in 1880 when it was essentially a 
ragpickers market not far from the city dump. 
Old clothes men moved in and then thieves used 
to come there to dispose of their loot. Then 
gypsies, beggars and pickpockets followed. 

“Pretty soon the antique dealers and second 
hand men set up shop and before long a com- 
munity of antique merchants was established.”

STEWART CONTINUED: “The dealers in the 
market call themselves brocanteurs. The legal 
definition of this means someone who buys and 
resells ‘merchandise of hazard.’ All week long 
the dealers scour the countryside and provinces 
in search of things to buy. Like the people who 
come to the Flea Market they are out to find a 
bargain and a treasure that-will bring them 
back 100 times their money. But the greatest 
attraction of the Flea Market is that many of 
the dealers don’t know antiques and a buyer 
who knows more than they do has a good chance 
of picking up a bargain which may have great 
value. 


“The market is only open on weekends, Many 
of the antiquarians of the grand boulevards who 
have tried to discredit the Flea Market are the 
first to arrive on Saturday morning when the 
market opens for business. You will hear ru- 
mors that the Flea Market dealers are dishonest 
but in all my dealings I have yet to meet a 
dishonest dealer and I would say that the un- 
suspecting amateur collector is safer there than 
he would be any other place in the world. The 
dealer is not dishonest when he tries to get the 
best price he can, for the tourist is out for the 
same thing. <

“BARGAINING IS AN EXPECTED PART of 
the ritual but people are kidding themselves if 
they think they can get a dealer to reduce his 
price below the value he sets on it. 


“The thing that keeps people coming back and 
back again to the Flea Market,” Stewart said, 
“is the occasional story of a treasure which was 
sold for a song. Three years ago someone sold 
what he thought was a reproduction of a Rem- 
brandt to a tourist for the price of the frame. 
It turned out to be a real Rembrandt. Last 
year a friend of his bought a Goya whom the 
dealer identified as ‘an obscure French painter’ 
for 12,000 franes. It turned out to be the not- 
so-obscure Spanish artist. 


“A couple of weeks ago it was reported in the 
press that someone found a Rousseau at the 
Flea Market which he bought for 1000 francs. 
These stories of course help business and if the 
individual dealers are in the mood to commit 
suicide, their fellow dealers are grateful for the 
publicity.

“BESIDES THE FLEA MARKET the best an- 
tique stores in Paris are located along the Quai 
Voltaire, Rue du Bac, Rue des Saint Peres, 
Rue Boneparte,.Rue de Seine, Rue de Verneuil, 
Rue Jacob, Rue du Cherche Midi, Boulevard 
Raspail and Boulevard St. Germain. The Rue 
Faubourg St. Honore is still a good source if 
the tourist knows his antiques.” 

We asked Stewart if there was much counter- 
feiting in the antiqué line, and he replied that 
it was prevalent particularly in the porcelain 
fields, But he added that the French laws are 
very strict about antiques, and if the buyer 
thinks he’s been cheated the police will be glad 
to settle the matter for him.

CONVERSATION between 
A strangers overheard ina New 
York drug store, and a chance

Bedtime Hour

O you sometimes have trouble in getting your children 

to sleep? If you do, you are by no means alone with 

your problem. City living, where children are often 
not physically tired enough to go to sleep at bedtime; day- 
light saving time which puts a child to bed while it is still 
light outside; bedtime schedules which are often made to fit 
the family’s convenience rather than the child’s sleepiness— 
all combine to make going to sleep a real problem for 
many children. 

If parents realize the realness of this problem, and do 
not merely consider that the child is being naughty and 
resistant when he doesn’t drop right off to sleep, they will 
be willing to help the child to get to sleep instead of merely 
scolding him for not doing so.

A FEW THINGS which some of our parents have found 
helpful at different ages are the following: 

Allow the child to take a favorite toy to bed with him. 
Such a toy can provide comfort and induce sleep in some 
until a surprisingly late age. (Teen-agers have been known 
to take their snuggle toys to college with them.) 

The 2%-year-old usually does better if not put imme- 
diately to bed the minute he leaves the family group. Rec- 
ords, books, a not too rough swing on his doorway swing— 
such things help him a good deal. 

And not only at 24%. A quiet period of music and/or 
reading is for the child of many ages one of the best ways 
of inducing sleep. Rough-housing should be particularly 
avoided at bedtime. It overstimulates the child and leaves 
him in no condition to go to sleep.

AT 4, IT MAY simplify things to allow the child to 
read (perhaps the Golden Dictionary) and then to turn out 
his own light, He may behave much better than if you

7 and following, the bedtime hour is improved for 
many by letting them have a small bedside radio. Then 
they may hurry through their undressing and into bed so 
as to be on time for a favorite program. The length of 
listening can, usually be regulated by the number of pro- 
grams you decide to let them enjoy. 

These and many other similar things which you have 
undoubtedly worked out yourself, all can help the child 
to end his day happily, and to avoid the difficulties which 
sometimes accompany the business of getting to sleep.
